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THE PRIZE LISTS. 


THE AWARD OF THE COMMITTEE AND 
THEIR REPORT. 


The Three Best Out of More Than 2,000 Lists 
~The Great Books of the OCentary~The 
Difficult Problem Ably Handled. 


The committee who kindly undertook to pass 
on the merits of our lists of books and to 
award the prizes have made their decision and 
embodied it in the following report: 

To the Editor af the Post- Dispatch. 

Drak SIR—The committee to which was giv- 
en the task of selecting the three best lists in 
the competition for the prizes offered by you 
for the best lists of the ten greatest books of 
the century, desire to make their report. 
You will not blame them for feeling that they 
took upon themselves the work almost too 
good-naturedly, for it has proved unexpect- 
ediv laborious and embarrassing. They an- 
nounee their conclusion now with no little 
trepidation. The chain-armor and the acci- 
dent policies with which friends insist that the 
committee shal] provide themselves against 
risks from the 2,000 unsuccessful competitors 
exasperated by failure, it is hoped the Post- 
DISPATCH will feel willing to payfor. They 
beseech the public to extend, to the poor men 
unwittlingly cast into so unhappy a strait, 
their kind consideration. 

Ot the more than two thousand lists sub- 
mitted, each one has received attention, and 
all, excepting such as were manifestly trivial, 
have been subjected to careful scrutiny. The 
competitors have a right to know in detail how 
the committee proceeded in reaching their re- 
sult. 

The first question to decide, and it was a dit- 
heult one, was, what is a book? The conclu- 
sion reached was that it must be a literary 
work, substantial in amount and homogeneous 
in character. A single short poem, 
like Byron’s „Prisoner of Chillon, 
or a single essay, like ‘‘Macaulay’s 
„Milton,“ could not be regarded as a book, as 
not conforming to the first criterion; the En- 
cyelopeodia Britannica, a mass of separate 
treatises, by many authors, upon the widest 
possible variety of topics, could not be re- 
garded as a book, as not conforming to the 
second criterion. Again, the entire works of 
an author, supposing each work to be sub- 
stantial in amount, could not be regarded as a 
book, though it might be quite possible to 
P them all in a single volume. The novels 
ot wthorne, we believe, have actually ap- 
peared in one volume; but such a volume 
would lack homogeneousness, and so violate 
the second criterion; each longer story is 
manifestly a book in itself. For the same rea- 
son, the entire works of a great poet like Ten- 
nyson of Heine, could not be regarded 
as one book, though it would be possi- 
ble in each case to compress all into a single 
volume. Asto Tennyson, ‘‘In Memoriam,’’ 
„Idris of the King, The Princess’’—as to 
Heine, the Reisebilder,“ Atta Troll,“ 
Deutschland, are each a book by itself, 
with nothing to link it to the rest. Such a col - 
lection as Heines Buch der Lejder,’’ the 


committee 292 to regard as.a book; for, 
 atthough made a Certain 
sense unconnected, a “pensive, lyrical 


strain running through them all gives them 
homogeneity. For the same reason the minor 
poems of Tennyson’s earlier time could be 
regarded asa book. Passing to prose a simi- 
lar consideration induced the committee to 
regard the collection of Emerson’s ‘‘Essays’’ 
as a book; a like spirit pervades them all and 
links them into homogeneity. The committee 
found it no easy matter to say what is and 
what is nota book. It is hoped a kind public 
will see that they struggled faithfully with 
their problem, and that reasons can be given 
for the positions they took. 

The second question that presented itself 
was: ‘‘What constitutes greatness in a book? 
Is a book great because it gives evidence of 
extraordinary genius or ingenuity, or labor, 
or is it great because it has had the power to 
produce an enormous effect upon the world?’’ 
Ifthe first criterion be accepted, then Sir 
William Hamilton’s ‘‘Quaternions,’’ the in- 
terpretations of Egyptian hieroglyphies by 
Lepsius, and of the cuneiform inscriptions by 
Lasser, Grotefend and George Smith are very 
great books, although they affect and interest 
an extremely limited number of scientific and 
learned men. Ifthe second criterion is ac- 
cepted, then ‘‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin,’’ which 
was a chief factorin producing a revolution, 
is a great book,although few critics would hold 
it at all remarkable among novels as a piece 
of artistic workmanship, or indeed as an ac- 
complishment of genius. Forced to decide 
for one or the other, the committee concluded 
that the latter criterion was, on the whole, 
the fairer—that the test of greatness in a book 
should be the effect it had produced upon the 
world. 

Having settled these preliminaries the com- 
mittee, in order to get their work in hand, 
caused a catalogue to be made of the 817 books 
named inthe 1,616 competing lists worthy of 
consideration. This catalogue they proceeded 
to reduce by rejecting all the names which 
they could agree upon as unworthy to stand 
among the greatest, hoping to be able to agree 
at last upon the ten best. Fortunately this 
bolling- down process took place in cool 
weather, and at a time when the low price of 
ice made it possible for the committee to keep 
the towels in which their heads were wrapped 
constantly saturated with the coldest water. 
They kept at the fire until at length a caput 
mortuum appeared,which seemed not capabie 
of further diminution. Taking secount now 
of this residuum they found that it contained 
not ten but the following nineteen authors and 
twenty-four books:

the present century in a variety of directions, 
and any list of works designed to give the 
great products of that labor should show a 
similar variety. It is righ} to say, taking the 
century through, that an especiaily large 
amount of brain force has entered into the 
production of fiction. The mental energy 
expended in physical science is of scarcely 
smaller amount, while less force, compar- 
atively, has gone into poetry and abstract 
philosophy. If that distribution be correct the 
commitete’s residuary list cannot be regard- 

ed as ill-proportioned, containing as it does 
six novels, four works in physica, science, 

three in history, three in poetry, two in phi- 

losophy and one in art criticism. Moreover, 
it would be manifestly unfair to have no rec- 

ognition of the other great modern literatures 
besides the English. While a majority of the 
list are English and American names, 

there are four Frenchmen and three 
Germans. Each individual of the committee 
would by himself have arranged the list 
differently. Macaulay’s History of England 
was excluded only after a bitter struggle which 

came near being sanguinary. Moreover, it 

was and still is the deply-fixed opinion of a 

minority of the committee that the recogni- 
tion accorded to German literature is quite in- 

sufficient. In vain, however, did he call the 

attention of the reckless majority to the spec- 

tacle of the arena strewn with the slashed 

names of illustrious Teutons that had de- 

ported themselves so proudly in the lists. In 

vain did he aver that no such melancholy 

sight had been witnessed sings the battle of 

Jena, in 1806. The ruthless and implacable 

lead pencil had its cruel will! 

Taking now the nineteen books, the com- 
mittee endeavored to estimate their compara- 
tive greatness. All felt that at the head should 
stand the ‘‘Origin of Species,’’ as the one 
most important book of the century, changing 
as it has the whole world’s conception of the 
method of creation. In subordination to this 
the remainder were graded, some standing 
close, others remote—each in an order de- 
termined with allthe wisdom the committee 
could muster. 

Comparing now the 1,616 competing lists 
with the residuary list, the committee found 
that no one contained ten books taken entire- 
ly from the nineteen. A number contain 
only one book outside considerable 
number only two. usly, it would be 
quite possible to make a list out of 
the committee’s nineteen, which yet would be 
a weak list. For instance, onecontaining the 
six possible novels and the four possibile 
works of science, excluding entirely history, 
poetry, and philosophy, would be quite in- 
admissible; as also, would bea list in which 
no novels at all should appear. To a strong 
list, of course, balance is indispensable. 
Again, any list would be quite inadmissible 
which omitted the ‘‘Origin of Species,’’ and 
one would be weak which omitted ‘‘Faust’’ 
or Lee Miserables.

THE OLIVE BRANCH. 


A PROBABLE RECONCILIATION BETWEEN 
GLADSTONE AND CHAMBERLAIN. 


The Debate Last Night—Chamberiain’s Seri- 
ous Attack on the Measure-—The Irish 
Scheme to be Greatly Modified—MMrs. Bart- 
lett Acquitted—Foreign Affairs. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lowpon, April 17.—Last night's debate con- 
sisted practically only of the speeches of Glad · 
stone and Chamberlain. The former’s was in 
every way a finer speech than either of his re- 
cent previous ones, but was not received with 
such enthusiasm, because the subject was less 
popular.Gladstone’s voice was distinct at first, 
bot weak, and grew rapidly weaker toward the 
end, Finally he apparently omitted the perora- 
tion because too exhausted to continue. He 
had paid a great compliment to Chamberlain 
and made other efforts to lead him not to de- 
liver his speech, but without success. After 
the personal explanation by Chamberlain of his 
resignation, Gladstone rose wearily and 
left the House. The most impressive 
part of Gladstone’s speech was a series of 
great gestures of emphasis from high above 
thefhead Cown to the level of the table, at the 
reasons why England and Scotland must cum- 
ber themselves with this question: ‘‘Are the 
deeds of the Irish landlords our own deed? They 
were our garrison. We planted them there. 
We re-planted them there. We reconquered 
the countryforthem.’’ Ohamberlain’s speech

So far as the attitude 
ofthe Irish members can be discovered, it is

Davitt is un- 
derstood to be much dissatisfied. The general 
prospect is that this bill will also have to be 
altered greatly before there are any chances of 
its becoming alaw, but prospects of the sec- 
ond reading of both are brighter.

Bigelow regards the possibility or impossi- 
bility of securing an adequate and effective littie 
supply as the axis on which the fortunes of 
the enterprise revolves.’’ He declines to haz- 
ard a guess as to whether the canal, if finished, 
will be remunerative to stockholders. As to 
the time of completion, he says: ‘‘It would 
be about as safe to predict the quarter in which 
the wind will be settling next Ohristmas Day 
at St. Petersburg, as the time when the canal 
will be finished or what it will cost.

The successful liste of books selected 
from the large number submitted by com- 
petitors in the Post-DisPaTcH book-con- 
test are published to-day.

The Librarians of the two city libraries, 
who are members of the committee, tes- 
tify that the book contest has quickened 
the public interest in books and literature 
to a remarkable degree. The applications 
for great and valuable books by the mem- 
bers of the libraries have won y in- 
creased. It is thus evident that one result 
of the contest has been to divert the 
thoughts of the reading publio from 
wortbless and ephemeral books and to di- 
rect them to what is greatest and best in 
literature.

Wrru the names of the Curtin Com- 
mittee appointed by Speaker CARLISLE to 
investigate the railroad strike comes the 
news from Washington that it is already 
denounced as a railroad committee.“ 
Probably it was in anticipation of such a 
cry that many refusals to serve delayed 
the making up of the committee. They 
are appointed to make a fair investiga- 
tion andafair report of the facts con- 
nected with the occurrence and prolonga- 
tion of the strike, and the Speaker has 
probably intended and tried to constitute 
the committee so that neither side can use 
it to the prejudice of the other. ER-Gov. 
CurTrIN, its Chairman, we know has the 
confidence of the workingmen and the 
respect of everybody. Mr. BuRNES of 
Missouri has never yet shown any dis- 
position to incur the enmity of labor or- 
ganizations. He is supposed to have his 
eye on some higher position than a seat in 
the House, and he knows that a great 
many sympathizers with the strikers will 
have their eyes upon him during this in- 
vestigation. Most of the committeemen 
are country lawyers of no particular 
prominence, but it does not necessarily 
follow that they will utilize the oppor- 
tunity to secure themselves railroad 
attorneyships. 
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THE charge is made that a great many 
men in East St. Louis who would like to 
go to work refuse to do so through fear of 
violence in the future. It is certain that 
the railroad companies are afraid to 
expose the men to the danger of working 
at night, and the presence of themilitiain 
that city isa factof great significance. The 
sooner such a situation comes to an end 
the better. The longer the ultimate es- 
tablishment of law and order is delayed 
the worse for every good interest involved, 
and the community looks to the Knights 
of Labor to vindicate the supremacy 
of established law. This is easily 
in their power. The strike in East 
St. Louis is notastrike against the South- 
west system; it is a strike against the 
business prosperity of St. Louis and it 
could very properly be declared off. It 
the District Assemblies are unwilling to do 
that, they should at least vindicate the 
fair fame of their order by a public an- 
nouncement that any Knight guilty of 
willful violence or lawlessness would be 
expelled, 
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Ir takes 10,000,000 soldiers to maintain 
the existing governments and social order 
of Europe. The support of these soldiers 
and the payment of interest on the 
enormous and increasing national debts 
take from the masses so much of their 
earnings and products, that what is left 
barely enables them to eke out 
a miserable and hopeless existence. 
Instinctive tenacity of life makes them 
accept such a situation as better than 
anarchy, until another turn of the social 
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sound of revelry by night, keeping 
time with the cadence of the ma- 
ternal slipper, or there is no tell- 
ing how this conflagration may 
spread among the urchins of our afflicted 
country, If this demand for longer re- 
cesses and less singing be not ruthlessly 
nipped in the bud, the next demand will

FOREIGN ECHOES, 


THE question now agitating Great Britain re- 
specting the cultivation of tobacco on that 
island (illegal up to the present time) ts an in- 
teresting one. It having been decided many 
years ago that tobacoo has no objections to 
growing in England, itis dificult to see why 
any one else should raise any. In the present 
deplorable condition of the British agrioultur- 
ist, it seems hard that he should be forbidden 
to raise acrop which may be profitable. At 
all events this ig Lord Harris’ opinion, and 
that nobieman has got the Government to con- 
sent to authorize experiments in the ocultiva- 
tion. Of course, it remains to be seen whether 
it will be profitable, but it is stated ina 
treatise by Mr. Carver, published in 1779, and 
considered an authority, that ‘‘the crops that 
may be raised in England will greatly exceed 
in flavor and efficacy any that are imported in 
the Southern Colonies, for though northern 
climates require far more care and exactness 
to bring tobacco to a proper state of maturity 
than warmer latitudes, yet this tardiness of 
growth tends to impregnate the plant witha 
a greater quantity of salts, and consequently 
with that aromatic flavor for which it is prized, 
than is to be found in the produce of hotter 
olimes.’’ Tobacco lg grown successfully in 
Germany and Belgium and is peculiarly suit- 
able to the small farmer, who may exchange 
his proverbial ‘‘three acres and a cow’’ for 
three acres and a tobacco plant with profit te 
himself and benefit to the community, 


A measure is under consideration in Partita - 
ment to render the work of women in coal 
mines illegal.

We have also submitted tothe judgment of 
the Holy See the various reasons which we 
have for believing the Primrose League to be 
asociety dangerous and unlawful for Cath- 
lies, and, having done so, we await with en- 
tire submission any further action which it 
may be pleased to take in this matter. May 
the grace and blessing of Almighty God be 
with you all. 

Naturally the League will not fail to be 
properly represented at the Vatican when

COLLIDED NEAR THE CURVE. 


A Missouri Pacific Engine and Several Cars 
Wrecked on the Levee. 

At lla. m. to-day engine 306 of the Missouri 
Pacific, hauling fifteen or twenty cars of grain, 
passed down Poplar street, and, turning the 
curve onthe Levee at a pretty lively speed, 
collided with engine 1879 ofthe W., St. L. & P., 
which bad twenty-six or twenty-seven loaded 
cars behind it, most of them flat cars laden 


withsand. The collision took place not more 
than 200 feet south of Poplar street. The tender 
of the Missouri Pacific engine was broken to 
pieces, and the engine itself was 1 
wreck from cow-catcher to cab even the 
bell being shattered. The boiler head of 
the engine which faced the load was driven 
poveral feet into the end of the first car and 
made a hole out of which a wagon load of 
wheat tumbied. The rear of this first car and 
the front and rear of the second car were 
smashed, and the two cars were 
driven together with such force, and 
stuck so close, that they resembied 
one extra long car. The boiler-head of the 
Wabash engine was knocked in and ite front 
broken, but the machine left in condition to 
push its load out of the way. A car of sand 
was broken to splinters. This con. 
stitutes the whole damage, which is 
piaced at $10,000 or $12,000. Thos. Gillespie 
the Wabash engineer, said the switch had been 
thrown for him, and he was just starting north 
on the river front when he saw the ssouri 
Pacific train turn into the curve. He whistled 
down brakes and stopped his own train just in 
time for 306 run into him. 
This engine is one that played an 
important part in the exciting days at the Sum- 
mit avenue crossing. The engineer was John 
J’ate and his freman Richard Davis. Thomas 
Hallaway was fireman of 1379. Nobody was 
hurt, as the men jumped when they saw the 
meeting was unavoidable.

Hoxie sent a most discouraging reply, have 
forwarded the resident directors of the Mis- 
souri Pacific letters similar to that sent 
to Mr. Hoxie and are awaiting replies, 
which they fear will be of the same general 
tenor as the First Vice President’s. The 
Bakimore & Ohio switchmen at 
Chicago are atill out, and the 
managers of the road who are in Chicago have 
expressed their willingness to aecede to the 
demands. Lake Shore switchmen threaten 
to go out to-day. Chicago Knights say they 
have sent $10,000 to St. Louis and to the 
strikers on the Gould system, and they are 
willing to send $10,00) more. : 


MUST ANSWER AGAIN. 


Judge Advocate McGarry and Other Strik- 
ers Indicted by the Grand-Jury. 

The Grand-jury ‘put in almost the whole of 
the session to-day on the strike cases, 
and the result of their labors were 
a number of indictments against the 
strikers. J. J. MeGarry, George W. 


Chase and Charles Burdette, who were re- 
cently tried and acquitted in the Court of 
Criminal Correction for obstructing a railroad 
track, were indicted, and indictments 
were also found againsta half-dozen other 
strikers against whom warrants have been 
sworn out. Judge Noonan decided that the 
statute regarding the obstructing of railroad 
tracks does not cover such cases as those 
of McGarry, Burdett, and Chase, but 
an indictment was found against them 
ust the same. They will be tried 
n the Criminal Court in three indictments, 
when Jadge Van Wagoner will have to pass on 
the constitutionality ofthe law. Some ot the 
indictments are against parties throwing 
switches, * others for assault to do great 
bodily harm.

BEVILLARD’S BRIDE. 


A Young Frenchman Forces His Sweatheart 
to Marry Him. \

SYRACUSE, April 17.—Two years ago Edward 
Philibert Bevillard, age 26 years, came here 
from France, settled in Oneida and embarked 
in the jewelry business. He had previously 
lived at Rome for a short time with his brother 
George, whois also a jeweler. Of his ante- 
cedents no one in Oneida had any informa- 
tion except that derived from his own state- 


ment, that his family was connected with one 
of the royal houses -in France, where he 
claimed to have resided for the greater part of 
his life. Bevillard made many friends and 
was successful in business. Last fall he 
formed the acquaintance of Sarah Hodge, 
daughter of the late George W. Hodge, who 
was one of the largest landed proprietors 
in Oneida county.

They became engaged last 
January and soon afterwards she accompanied 
him to this city where the marriage ceremony 
was performed privately. She then refused 
to have anything further to do with him and 
ever afterwards declined tolive with him or 
to acknowledge him as her husband. Bevil- 
lard, angered at this treatment, made the fact 
of the marriage public. Yesterday suit was 
begun here by Mrs. Bevillard for the annul- 
ment of the marriage. She charges that her 
promise of marriage was made under 
threat of bodily harm to her and 
to himself and that overpowered by fear 
she accompanied him here and allowed the 
— to be performed. Bevillard dis- 
posed of his business and left Oneida a month 
ago, upon receiving notice that legal proceed - 
ings were to be instituted. It is supposed he 
is now in Elgin, III. He has retained an Oneida 
lawyer, and is understood to claim that Miss 
Hodge was not coerced in any manner, but 
that after their arrival here, she having 
changed her mind about the marriage, they 
agreed to decide the matter by lotand he won.

Our 
boards have never since known so brilliant a 
Grand Duchesse or so dashing a Belle Helene.

Why Prize Fighters Are Failures as Saloon- 
Keepers—The Burke-Glover Eight-Round 
Mill— Mitchell and Dempsey Still Wide 
Apart—Pugilistic Gossip—Macons Melange.

PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—It has been an ex- 
ceedingly dull week in pugilistic circles, at 
least so far as the leading stars are concerned. 
No big fight has taken place and no big one 
has been arranged for. The Sulliyan-Smith 
affair remains in statue quo, and there is little 
probability of their meeting before late in the 
fall. Mitchellisinthe far West, and so there 
is no more to be said aboutthe proposed match 
between him and Dempsey until he gets nearer 
East and can be heard from on the subject.

That is the reason why Sullivan and Paddy Ryan 
were failures as saloonists. McCaffrey would 
make the trinity but for the assistance he re- 
ceives from his brothers, who keep his end up 
very well while he is away from his place of 
business. He has not been in the best of 
health lately, and it would take hima good 
two months to getinfix. I think he has his 
eye on a go with Jack Burke, In Chicago.

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Shanghai and Hong Kong-A Big Fire in 
China—The English Colony in Canton—The 
Life of the 
stition—Literary Notes. 

Anew book from the pen of Mrs. Gordon 
Oumming is one of those refreshing exper 
fences which weigh down the balance on the 
question of ‘‘Is Life Worth Living?’’ on — 
optimist side. One is quite sure that there wil 
be a great deal that is new and very much that 
is pleasant in the volume, while the chances 
are that the facts and experiences therein re- 
lated will be as nearly true as anything son- 
nected with a lady can be. ‘‘Wanderings in 
China’ presents avery fine transmagoria of life 
in that far offiand. The work possesses a sin- 
gular charm just now; appearing, as it does, 
at a time when the interest in China and all 
that is Chinese, which has been gradually de- 
veloping during the past three decades, is now 
approaching enthusiasm, while that ancient 
and historic land is awakening from its bar- 
baric sleep and gradually being drawn into the 
whirlpools of modern civilization. 

The work opens in Shanghai, of which city, 
however, Mra. Cummings does not presents 
very brilliant picture. ‘‘There,’’ she remarks, 
‘*l only stayed three days, for the horrid river 
of yellow mud, the hideousness of the flat 
country around, and above all, notwithstand- 
ing the genuine kindness of several residents, 
the oppressive dreariness of finding myself 
alone ina great dull hotel, where there was 
not a creature to be seen except Chinese ser- 
vants, depressed me to such a pitch that I re- 
solved to risk spending Christmas day at sea, 
rather than remain there. Dirt, foulest dirt, 
is the one impression that remains indelibly 
stamped upon my mind. However, as 1 shall 
have to return to Shanghai later, I may pos- 
sibly see it in a rosier light.“ 

Steaming southward to the Isle of Hong 
Kong, we get a brighter account, for Mrs. 
Cummings grows quite enthusiastic over the 
beauty of the scene, as it appeared on 4 bright 
Christmas morning. 

**Oertainly fortune hes favored me, for we 
reached this most lovely city early this morn- 
ing, and have had a most enjoyable Christmas 
day. I had not the remotest conception that I 
was coming to 1 so beau „so, when 
withthe earliest light of dawn, we slowly— very 
slowly—steamed into this exquisite harbor, 
its * so suddenly reached, left me mute 
with delight. Perhaps the contrast between 
these encircling ranges of shapely hills and 
the dead level of the Shanghai coast, help to 
make these seem more unpresstve; certainly I 
have seen no harbor to compare with this, 
though I suppose Rio Janeiro claims the palm 
of beauty above all others. 

Not yet, however, was the traveler destined 
to be permitted to ‘‘take her ease in her inn’’ 
for on the very night of her arrival (Christmas 
night, 1885) that terrible conflagration, which 
is now a matter of history, laid two-thirds of 
Hong Kong in ashes. On the veranda of an 
hotel high on the hill the author and her 
friends watched the awful but sublime spec- 
tacle of a city on ure, in a country where 
neither the numerical strength of the fire 
brigade, the city engines nor their meagre 
water supply could possible master the fire. 
„For seventeen hours the fire raged on with 
unabated might till it had made a clean sweep 
of about 400 houses, covering about ten acres 
of ground and leaving thousands of poor 
creatures homeless.’’ 

In every corner ofthe unburnt streets, 
whole families were huddled together, beside 
a little pile of the poor household stuff they 
had succeeded in 1 While the houses, 
which a few hours before had been happy 
homes, lay in smouldering ruins. I never 
could have believed that any community could 
have borne so awful acalamity so bravely 
and patiently. Nota murmur was heard, not 
a tear have l seen shed by women who have 
lost everything, and crouched, shivering and 
half-dressed, in a really chilling breeze. But 
they seem to have a curiously suspicious and 
0 no means flattering feeling towards such 
kindly Britons as wish to help them—various 
offers of assistance and loans of biankets 
having been flatly declined by women whose 
children were crying with cold. 


Sad as is the author’s description of the un- 
fortunate creatures deprived through no fault 
ot their own,of home and happiness, and hope 
it is upon spoilt curios that her deepest feel- 
ings are exhibited. There we touch the lady 
travelers’s heart. 

Some of the best curio shops are burnt,and 
it is pitiful to see the beautiful great jars 
smashed and the lacquer all dirt begrimed. In 
one place we came upon the whole stock of a 
poor artist-photographer, all strewn over the 
street, where lay his careful paintings, all 
torn and soiled. Everywhore there is the 
same pitiful destruction and stupified people, 
hanging listiessly about the smouidering 
wreck of their poor little property.’’ 

The worst feature of this fire was that it was 
caused by an incendiary, and an Englishman 
who saturated his little store with kerosene, 
and then set it on fire with a view to the in- 
surance, well knowing from experience that 
the destruction would not stop at his house,nor 
his neighbor’s. No wonder that the natives 
hate the British. | 

Although so often abused, the island of Hong 
Kong appears to enjoy a very beautiful 
climate, for winter quarters, at any rate. Al- 
though in the same latitude as Calcutta, Mrs, 
Cummings describes it at Christmas as deli. 


clous and balmy, like the sweetest summer 


day in England. And 1 am told that this is a 
fair sample of the whole winter at Hong Kong 
and that for five consecutive months, there 
will probably not be even a shower.’’ 


Morning, noon, Ag night are all beau- 
tiful and all pleasant, an ere is the delight 
of continuous fine weather which is warranted 
to continue 1 the five winter months 
without the slightest chance of rain or the 
faintest possibility of snow. The climate is 
semi-tropical, and has rewarded the care of 
many gardeners, by transforming what forty 
years ago must have been a Vv barren 
rock into a succession of pleasant shubber- 
les * * I am assured, however, that 
there aretwo sides to the picture and that 
we, who rejoice in athermometer, which now, 
never exceeds 65 deg. in the shade, can 
soarcely realize how different life is, when in 
the close, murky rains of summer, it stands 
at 90 Gog. and the peak which is now se clear, 
is ali shrouded with heavy clouds which 
overhang the city like a thick pall, and pre- 
vent the stifling atmosphere from rising. 


The sanitary arrangements of Hong Kong are 
very far from perfect. The total population 
is about 150,000, all crowded into a strip of 
land at the base of the mountains about four 
miles long and half a mile wide. This space is 
covered with a dense mass of Chinese houses, 


where the greatest possible number of human 
beings are packed into the very smallest pos- 


sible amount of space. 

For all this multitude of human habitations 
no sort of effective drains or sewers are pro- 
vided—only conduits for the superfiuous 
rains, to carry their torrents by the straight- 
est course into the harbor; and whatever 

werage finds its way into these is simply de- 

along the whole harbor front, thus 
poisoning what else might bea pleasant situ- 
ation. Then, too, although this ‘‘Isiand of 


Fragrant Streams (which is one of ifs Chinese | 


names) is really by nature well supplied with 


i. 


spectable class on a lower deck, and the com- 
moner herd in the hold, where they are 
packed as close as herringin a barrel; each 
stair connecting their quarters with the rest of 
the ship, is barricaded by a heavy iron grating 
securely padlocked, and at each end stands a 
sentry with drawn sword and revolver, keep- 
ing a keen lookout down the gangway. This 
guard is relieved every hour. Ali the officers 
are similarly armed, and in the wheel-house 
are stands of arms, all ready for use in time 
of need. All these precautions are against 
the ever present danger of pirates who tre- 
quently take passage among their inoffensive 


countrymen. 

The most interesting peculiarity in the 
scenery between Hong Kong and Canton are 
the Pawn towers which are a peculiarity of 
the districtand of which the following de- 
scription is given: 

The shores are dotted with villages, in cach 
of which stands one conspicuous, great solid 
uare structure of ite, lined with brick 
aboutfour stories h. It looks like an old 
border keep, but it really is the village pawn- 
shop, which acts as the safe store-house for 
everybody’s property. Here in winterare de- 
posited all summer garments, and when 
spring returns they are reclaimed, and as the 
winter garments which are then left in pawn 
are more valuable, the owner sometimes re- 
ceives an advance of seeds for sowing his 
crops. Here there is no prejudice against the 
pawning of goods; it is a regular institution of 
the country, and even wealthy people send their 
oods here for safe-keeping. Some foreigners 
hus dispose of their furs in the winter season, 
All goods are neatly packed, ticketed and 
stored in pigeon-hole compartments of in- 
numerable shelves, ranged tier above tier to 
the very summit of the tall building, which 
is strongly protected both against fire 
and thieves; in fact, the latter must be 
mad, indeed, to face the danger of attacking a 
pawn tower, on whose flat roof are stored not 
only large stones ready to be 
dropped on their devoted heads, but 
also earthenware jars full of vitriol and 
syringes wherewith to squirt this terrible 
liguid fire. As weapproached nearerto the 
city the number of these greattowers multi- 
pliea, and I am told that there are in Canton 
upwards of 100 first-class pawn towers, be- 
sides a multitude of the second and third 
class, sufficiently 1 j how good must be 
their business, and it seems that notwithstand- 
ing the very high rate of interest on money 
lent, ranging from 20 to 36 per cent, the people 
refer borrowing money from these brokers 

O applying to the banks. 

It appears that the English foreign residents 
genérally in Canton occupy an island to them- 
selves. Mrs. Cumming's account of her re- 
ceptionand first impressions are so funny 
that we transcribe it in full. 

Among the crowd assembled on the em- 
bankment to watch the arrival of the steamer 
Inoticed a group of four coolies in pretty 
uniform, bearing a resplendent palanquin, 
which Il supposed to contain some great man- 
darin and was considerably taken aback on 
learning tbat it had been sent for me, being 
the special property of my hostess—the 
equivalent of a carri in England. I must 
honestly confess that my ideas of life in Canton 
were altogether bouleverse by this first 
giimpse of the luxuries of foreign life up here. 

had imagined that afew exiles from Hon 
Kong, who could not help themselves, had, 
Owing tothe exigencies of business, to live 
here, picnic fashion, in the dirty city itself, 
which supposed to be much on a 
par with the native town at Shangai, 
only more picturesque. I dare say I onght to 
have known better, butI didn’t. So it wasa 
purely startling revelation to find myselfina 
YA smart, purely foreign settlement, as en- 
tirely isolated from the native city as though 
oer were miles apers instead of being only 
divided by a canal, which constitutes this 
peaceful green spot an island. Here is trans- 
* an ion social life so completely 
ulfilling all English requirements that the 
majority ofthe inhabitants N enter the 
city. They either walk round the isle or u 
and down the wide grass road, overshadowe 
by banyan trees, which encircle the isle (a cir- 
cuit of a mile and a half) and which is the *‘Rot- 
ten Row’’ of the island—the meeting-place for 
all friends; but in place of horses and car- 
riages, its interests centre on boats without 
number, and from this embankment those 
who wish to go further embark in their own or 
in hired boats. 

The peace and calm of this quiet foreign 
settlement is indescribable as compared with 
the crowds and dirtand bustle of the great 
Chinese city from which it is only separated 
by a narrow canal, bridged at two points, each 
point guarded by asentry. A short time ago, 
however, this calm was rudely disturbed by 
an invasion of rabble caused by the murder of 
a Chinaman by a white man in the city, and 
the drowning of another from a British ship in 


harbor. 

The inhabitants, Instead of defending them- 
selves, abandoned the isle and embarked on 
two large river steamers, whereupon the 
much astonished natives proceeded to loot 
and burn several large hotises. Peace was re- 
stored in a few hours, however, but several 
blackened and roofless houses remain to tell 
the tale. 

Canton proper appears to be a very fascinat- 
ing city, the most bewildering spectacle being 
simply the common street life, which, ‘‘from 
morning to night, as you move slowly through 
the streets, presents a succession of pictures, 
each of intense interest and novelty. One of 
the chief secrets of the fascination of these 
streets lies in the fact that you see right into 
every shop (which is also a manufactory), so 
that whenever you can turn your eyes aside 
from looking right along the street and can 
gaze either to right orleft, each shop frontage 
of ten feet reveals a scene which would make 
the fortune of the artist who could render it 
faithfully.’’ 


Picture to yourself a vast city with miles 
and miles of such streets, all so narrow that 
the blue sky overhead seems but a strip, 
which in many places is shut out by screens of 
matting or boarding, extending from roof to 
roof, casting deep shadows which intensify 
the wealth of co | below. * * * The 
streets are paved with long, narrow stone 
slabs, but with no , for foot passen 
gers, as riders are few and far between; and 
as to chairs, they block up the street, so that 
the patient crowd must step close to the shops 
to let them „ With the exception of afew 
wealthy tradesmen, who indulge in silks and 
satins of divers colors, all the crowd are 
dressed in blue: and all alike have quaint 
shaven heads, and along plait of glossy black 
hair, which, for convenience, is sometimes 
twined round the head during work, but must 
always ap | full length when in presence of a 
superior. a black satin skull 
cap is apparently an essential part of the cos- 
tume of a well-dressed tradesman or domestic 
servant. There is no drowsiness here—ali are 
intent upon their own business, and hu to 
and fro, yet never seem to jostie or even touch 
one another. 


The names of the streets are an everlasting 
source of amusement to the stranger. There 
isthe street of Everlasting Woe, e street 
of Ten Thousandfold Peace, of Accumulated 
Biessings, of a Thousand Beatitudes. There 
isthe street of One Hundred Grandsons and 
of One Thousand Grandsons, while a peculiarly 
unfragrant street in this unsavory city is 
styled the Street of Refreshing Breezes. 
The predominance of men in a Chinese crowd 
is a very marked feature; women are compar- 
atively few and all are large-footed; in other 
words, plebeian. The ladies with the distorted 
feet must remain in the seclusion of their 
homes, or at least be carried through the 
streets in closely covered chairs. In our sec- 
ond article on Mrs. Cumming’s work we shall 
have more to notice about these ladies, as 
that portion of the review which she specially 
devoted to social manners and customs, as in- 
terpreted in this interesting and well-written 
work.

particular god, Sin Fung, occupies a shrine 
on the top story of a large tower. But each 
person has their pet god or goddess, to whom 
they resort in time of need, In the case of fe- 
male slaves, whose lives are embittered by 
harsh mistresses, ‘‘they can resort to the 
shrine of a sympathetic goddess, to whom all 
unhappy women confide their woes, and as- 
sist her memory by laying on her altar 
simple paper effigies of those who have caused 
their sorrow. Thus a blave brings a paper 
image of her mistress; a sorrowful mother 
brings one of her sons or daughters; the ne- 
glected wife brings a rude likeness of her hus- 
band. These are stuck up with the head 
wnward, to show that the heart is mis- 
laced, and that the goddess aloné ean change 
its rightful position. 
Slavery in China is much the same as slavery 
anywhere else, differing only in the manner 
in which the slaves are procured. 


Slavery in China is a most real fact—a sys- 
tem of absolute, hereditary slavery, from 


| which there is no possibility of escape for three 


generations, though the great grandson of the 
original slave is entitled 10 purchase his free - 
dom if he can raise a sum equal to the price at 
which his master values him. The slave mar- 
ket is supplied from the families of rebels and 
of poor parents, who, in ve hard times, are 
driven to sell their sons and daughters. Many, 
also, are the children of gamblers, who are 
sold to pay panes debts. A large number 
have been kidnapped from distant homes, 
and though this offense is criminal itis con- 
stantly practiced. 

The examinations as to soundness, the price, 
the quality, eto., of the article“ is arranged 
the same as elsewhere. The laws or want of 
laws respecting slave property exhibit the 
same cruelty as is heard of in other slave 
countries. 


The purchaser becomes absolute owner of 
souland body. He can sell his slave again at 
any momentand for any purpose; or should 
he see fit to beat him to death or drown him, 
no law can touch him, forthe slave is simply 
his chattel, and possesses no legal rights what- 
ever. Instances have actually come to light in 
which ladies have beaten their female slaves 
to death, but the action is looked upon merely 
as an extravagant waste of salable property.

EXCITEMENT IN CANTON OVER THE CHI- 
NESE OUTBAGES IN'AMERICA. 


News from San Francisco Published by the 
Native Press—Letters from Chinese Business 
Men—Uncle Sam's Inability to Adequately 
Protect Americans in China—Interesting

New York, April 17.—The correspondent of 
a morning paper, writing from Canton, China, 
under date of March 12, says: The greatest 
excitement has prevailed here the past two 
weeks, over news that is being almost daily 
received from San Francisco, concerning the 
Chinese troubles on the Pacific slope. Our 
little community has lived, as it were, over & 
live volcano that might, at any moment, break 
torth, carrying everything before it. The vast 
majority of the Ohinese living in the 
United States, come from this prov- 
ince of Kuan Tung, and are closely 
allied with itin various business ways. Let- 
ters have been received by each mail by their 
numerous friends here, and during the past 
two weeks numerous telegrams have been re- 
ceived by the different guilds from their busi- 
ness correspondents in San Francisco, and 
they are, without doubt, tne best informed 
persons here to-day about what is taking place 
on the Pacific slope, Their telegrams state 
that the merchants are losing heart, business 
is almost ata standstill; that they are being 
maltreated and boycotted, and that large 
numbers of workmen are out of employment 
andinavery destitute condition. They say 
nothing about the massacres and other like 
murders, although there is no doubt 
that they are informed as to the very latest. 
Each new telegram increases the excite- 
ment, and, worst of all, the Hong Kong 
papers copy extensively from our home 
papers, and at times make editorial eomments 
thereon, which are represented by the native 
press. A telegram dated London, March 4, 
was received here on the 6th, and stated that 
In consequence of the organized agitation 
against the Chinese in the United States, the 
Chinese Government has demanded an in- 
demnity for the outrages committed upon its 
subjects in that country. President Cleveland 
has refused to entertain the demand, and the 


Viceroy of the Somme has telegraphed to 
the Chinese Minister at Washington, pointing 
out that he entertains grave fears that if the 
demand is not complied with, the Chinese will 
threaten refusals.’ *

ment. The Consul immediately wrote dispatches 


to the Viceroy, calling his attention to it and

or us. We should be compelled to admit that 
we have no navy capable of coping with 
either the Chinese navy or the Chinese coast 
defences.

a number of water batteries and forts

and seditious articles against the Chinese, for 
they are oes by the native press and read 
farand wide.

New York, April 17.—The College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons is in luck again. By a 
joint donation of a quarter of a million dollars 
the sons of the late Wm. H. Vanderbilt have 
placed a fitting capsheaf upon the noble en- 
dowments of their father, their sister, Mrs. 
W. D. Sloane, and her husband. The latest 
gift rounds out the endowment completely, 
and will place the institution in the first rank 
for completeness and excellence of equip- 
ment. The board of trustees of the college 


heard the good news Thursday evening. It 
reached them in the ohare of a written — 25 
sition from Cornelius, William K., Frederick 
W. and George Vanderbilt to place $250,000 
in the hands of a Proper 

0 trustees to put up a handsome 
brick building at Tenth avenue and Sixtieth 
street, to be at once a clinic and a dispensary, 
and to endow it with those priceless blessings 
to the poor—free medicines and medical sup- 
plies and free clinical treatment. The donors 
desirea the building to be known as the Van- 
derbilt Clinic ofethe College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, and stated that it was a memorial 
to their beloved father. It is needless to say 
that the trustees hailed this princely offer 
with delight and voted their acceptance unan- 
imously. Work will begin at once on the new 
institution, for the cellar has to be blasted out 
of solid rock, and the walls of the Sloane Ma- 
ternity Hospital, adjoining, will have to await 
this upheaval. The following Board of Trus- 
tees has been chosen to build and manage the 
Vanderbilt Clinic. Frederick W. Vanderbilt, 
representing the donors; John OC. Dalton, M. 
D., President of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, representing that institution; WIII- 
jam H. Draper, M. D., representing the Col- 
legiate Board of Trustees, and 1 

D., and James W. McLame, M. D., repre- 
senting the faculty. Plans of the new build- 
ing have not yet been drawn, butit will be 
made to harmonize with the college and ma- 
aps | buildingsin style. It will occupy a 

lot of ground 75x100 feet, and will contain a 

arge amphiteater in which all the clinics now 
held in the old college building willbe held. A 
clinic, the uninitiated may not know, is a com- 
bined lecture and operation, the patient get- 
ting the free benefit of master skill, which he 
could never afford to pay for, at the 
expense of a certain amount of publicity. 
Clinical cases embrace minor ailments which 
do not necessitate the patient’s confinement 
to bed. There will be no beds in the new bulid- 
ing, but students will 
HEAR SPECIAL LECTURES 
on disease of the ear, eye, throat, nervous 
system, genito-unary organs, special diseases 
of women and children and general practice 
and surgery. In addition to the amphitheater, 
there will bea large number of small rooms 
for object teaching and a large dispensary to 
to which the suffering poor will be warmly 
welcomed. generous fund will be main- 
tained forthe purchase of medicines, band- 
sand various appliances used in modern 
minor surgery man of which are 
far from cheap. These will be given to deserv- 
ing patients. Theclinic will be erected on a 
portion of the twenty-nine lots of land pre- 
sented - W. . Vanderbilt. Dr. J. W. 
McLean, the Vanderbilt family physician, said 
yesterday that when the college moves into its 
new quarters, October, 1887, it will have noth- 
ing important to ask for in the way of endow- 
ments. The college, the maternity hospital 
and the clinic will all be finished about the 
same time, and students will find all the facill- 
ties of a medical education in the two blocks 
occupied by the Roosevelt hospital and Van- 
derbilt and Sloane buildings. 

A student comes from Yale or Harvard,“ 
he said, „knowing nothing of medi- 
cine, and obtains his eda- 
cation in the medical college. He will go 
across the street and see medical and surgical 
practice in the Roosevelt Hospital and will get 
clinical practice in the memorial institution, 
For obstetrics, the Maternity Hospital will 
furnish him nue material of a practical 
nature. I think these donations are instances 
ot a splendid generosity and public spirit and 
the givers deserve a high place in the public 
heart. Each of the four sons is to give $62,500, 
and I have reason to know that the donation 
is voluntary with them. They deserve all the 
credit for it. 

It was in October, 1884, that the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons was given a check 
for $500,000 by Wm. H. Vanderbilt Two-fifths 
of this was spent in ——— twenty-nine 
lots of ground fronting on nth avenue 
and „000 was set apart for college 
building which are now past the foundation. 
With his usual shrewd foresight, Mr. Vander- 
bilt bought more land than seemed at the time 
to be necessary. It is now comi into play. 
In January of the present year, Mr. Vander- 
bilt’s daughter, Mrs. Sloane, showed that the 
family love for the public weal was not yet 
dead, by founding and endowing, together 
with her husband, a maternity ys ony The 
cellars of the Sloan building are about ready 
for the foundation walls. A week from to-day 
the corner stone of the Medical College will be 
formally laid, and an oration will be delivered 
by Mr. Chauncey M. Depew.
